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Badges for Worthies and Emperors: 
A sixteenth century reading of 
Greek and Roman coin types.

The arms of the Nine Worthies: Three sets of pagan, Jewish 
and Christian heroes of Antiquity and the Middle Ages, are well known 
to armonists; those of their female counterparts perhaps less familiar, and 
the extension of the principle underlying these coats to the attribution 
of arms to other heroes, kings and emperors of Greek and Roman leg- 
end and history still less familiar. It was commonplace with medieval 
writers, and even those of the early renaissance like the humanist Aeneas 
Sylvius Piccolomini - Pope Pius II, to ascribe the origin of heraldry and 
the office of heralds to the siege of Troy or to Julius Caesar. Already by 
about 1200 the illustrated manuscript of Heinrich von Veldeke’s Eneide 
at Berlin depicted the characters as medieval knights complete with 
shields and crests, the same devices being repeated from scene to scene. 
The reasons for the choice of design is not obvious, save the attribution 
of the ‘imperial’ eagle to Julius Caesar. In a sense the culmination of this 
process is found in the arms attributed to the legendary kings of Rome, 
known from Livy, and to the first twelve of the emperors in Conrad 
Griinenberg’s Wappenbuch of c.1485. 


This is the background against which the list of ‘sondre Badges 
of greate Awnecientrie’ is to be understood. The text, part of a large com- 
monplace book compiled at the end of the sixteenth century by R. 
Commandre, rector of Tarporley in Cheshire who died in 1613, is of 
interest as perhaps one of the last examples of this tradition. The author 
is not known to have been educated at either university, but it is worth- 
while noting that another Cheshire man, Edward Brerewood, was the 
author of one of the earliest studies on ancient numismatics in this coun- 
try. Educated at Brasnose College, Oxford, he was the first Gresham 
Professor of Astronomy, dying in 1614. His little book was edited after 
his death by his brother: De ponderibus et pretiis nummorum, eorumque 
cum recentioribus collatione, liber unius. Like Commandre’s text it was 
based on literary sources rather than a coin collection. It is curious that 
two such works should come from the same area, not perhaps an obvi- 
ous centre at a time when collections of ancient coins were still a rarity 
and the existing studies all published abroad. While Brerewood noted 
his sources, the list of badges did not, and some have escaped identifi- 
cation. 


The text has been transcribed from BL, Egerton MS 2642, f.46 with 
notes and discussion of the likely sources used. 


There are ixne sondre Badges of greate Awnecientrie ag it is to 
be pereeabed biz. 


Theseus the «th kinge of Athens, gave for his Badge an Oxe, and 
on his Coyne stamped the same thereon. 


Plutarch, Lives (Loeb edn 1, p.55); presumably based on the, much 
later, Athenian Wappenmiinzen with a bull’s face (Kraay, pl.9, 170, and with a 
Gorgoneion obverse, 174). 


Caius Marius in his second Consullshipp, gave an Cagle for a Badge 
to his Armype & legyon. 


The source for this statement has not been identified, nor did the ea- 
gle occur among the coin types associated with him (Crawford, sub nomine). 


PUBLISHED QUARTERLY

Julius Cesar gave for his badge a Bores Hed, apon a ragged staffe. 


Again no literary source has been found, the device does not occur as 
a Roman coi type, nor was it used on the sixteenth century Paduan forgeries 
of coins ascribed to Caesar. 


Caius Juilius Cesar, gave for his Badge, a man Irivinge ttwo Bulles. 


No evidence for this is to be found in Suetonius’ Lives for Augustus. 
It seems to be a misunderstanding of the coin type showing the colonist plough- 
ing with oxen as part of the foundation rite, and can be seen on a coin from Patras 
in Achaia of Augustan date (Seaby 1981, 440). 


Caius Caligula, Aygripina, Brusilla, & Julia with their Lampes 
burninge. 


Apparently a misunderstanding of the reverse of a sestertius of Caligula 
which depicted his three sisters as personifications holding comucopiae, a stan- 
dard attribute. 


Clawius Nero, gave ij° Men ridinge, and flieng the feeld one in 
Armoure, withe a Lawuce and the other naked with a Coronel. 


A fairly accurate, if imaginative, description of a Decursio type used 
by Nero (RIC I, p.152, nn.163-6). 


SHergius Salba, gave ij° Houldiers, as they weer HSpayne and Fraunec, 
fvendeley meeting with iopning of handes. 


A known type for Galba (RIC I, p.233, n.15). 
Vespasian gabe for his Badge a Theatre. 


This may be a muddle. The Colosseum, Flavian amphitheatre, was 
begun by Vespasian in AD 71-75 and dedicated by Titus AD 80. A sestertius 
of Titus depicts the building, and the name Vespasian occurs in his title 
IMP.T.CAES.VESP.AVG.P.M. etc. However, Vespasian also had a type with 
the temple of Vesta, and perhaps this was misread as a theatre (Hill, p.23, n.25, 
a circular temple with a statue in it; 40, n.60, the Flavian amphitheatre). 


Bomitianus gave mules, Iraing a soumptuous Charret. 


This is the carpentum found on the Divae Juliae reverse type (RIC 
IL, pp.204-S, mn.400 and 411). 


The Romanes (as Polprore turiteth) gave for their Cognizances and 
Bages, Home the twolffe, the Mynotawre, the Horgse, and the Beare 
as Tokens to bee knotwen bye. 


The only occasion when the source is named, but the obvious candi- 
date, Polydore Vergil’s de rerum inventoribus, 1570, s.v. Annulum, has nothing 
corresponding to this text. The devices listed could all be found on Roman in- 
taglios.

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‘Alexandria Still’: 
A Reply about the Port 
by Peter A. Clayton 


The article on “Two Views of Alexandria’s Port” by Mr J.W. 
Thompson (CNR, vol. 18, No.1, p.3) is interesting, as are Mr Kerry Wetterstrom’s 
additional comments. One may, however, add further to the discussion. First, it 
is somewhat unreasonable to cavil at the unrealistic relative sizes of the pharos 
and the galley passing it on Commodus’ tetradrachm, allowing for the die sinker’s 
problems. Whilst it is a passable representation of the last of the Seven Wonders 
of the Ancient World, better and more accurate versions of it can be found on 
the earlier coinage of Alexandria, especially that of Antoninus Pius where re- 
building and alterations mentioned by Strabo as having been carried out during 
his — seem to be reflected on the reverse types (see my chapter on the 
Pharos).“ Also, rather than commemorating the commissioning of a new grain 
fleet in 186, the Commodus tetradrachm type is more probably to be interpret- 
ed as signalling an anticipated visit by the emperor to Alexandria, as did an ear- 
ler issue of Nero showing a galley (BMC 177, Milne 273). 


Whilst the earlier article was entitled as being about Alexandria’s port, 
both the contributors were more concemed with discussing the identification of 
the central figure on the reverse of the drachm of Lucius Verus, and thus, liter- 
ally, “threw out the baby with the bath water’, i.e. they completely missed the 
point of the overall type! First, however, one must take issue with the identifi- 
cation of the actual ships on the type. It is suggested that the standing figure is 
greeting the grain ships, be she Euthenia or Tyche-Euthenia (she cannot be Isis 
Pharia because her attribute is an inflated sail, as seen on drachms of Antoninus 
Pius with the Pharos in the background). If she is, it is a strange gesture because 
she is greeting empty ships - the grain fleet sailed full from Alexandria each year 
to Ostia, the port of Rome, not the other way around. Egypt was the granary of 
Rome. On a bi-metallic medallion of Commodus> the Alexandrian grain ships 
are welcomed to Ostia by the emperor, and are definitely identified as Alexandrian 
because Jupiter-Serapis with his corn modius on his head sits in the stern of one 
of them. Similarly, on the normal coinage, on sestertii, the representations of the 
two goddesses most concemed, Annona and Ceres, with a ship in the 
also signal the grain fleet’s arrival in Italy (e.g. Nero, Cohen 20, RIC 572, Sear 
678). 


The essential aspect of the drachm reverse type of Lucius Venus is the 
two ships’ prows, one on either side of the female fi ee It represents, in fact, 
the two harbours of Alexandria, with a ship in each.” There was, and still is, a 
large westem harbour and a smaller eastem harbour - nowadays the former takes 
all the large commercial shipping and the latter is mainly used by the local fish- 
ing boats. Strabo tells us (Bk 17.1.6) that “Pharos is an oblong island, is very 
close to the mainland, and forms with it a harbour of two mouths; for the shore 
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of the mainland forms a bay, since it thrusts two promontories into the open sea.” 
In antiquity, the Pharos stood first on a small island which subsequently became 
joined by a mole to the larger spit of land between the harbours that ran to the 
mainland. Its site is now occupied by the large fifteenth-century Islamic fort of 

Kait Bey (camrently a naval museum). 


For many years, and in a number of publications, a harbour scene on 
a 2nd/3rd century AD Roman lamp was described as being a view of the har- 
bour at Alexandria. It shows two fishermen in the foreground and a built-up 
coastline behind. One author went so far as to identify the individual buildings, 
including the royal et ee of Alexander. Donald Bailey, in 
his magisterial catalogue of lamps, now refutes this identification on the basis 
of the fabric of the lamps, some known provenances and the makers’ names 
found on several specimens. He favours its identification as being that of the har- 
bour of Carthage.

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Star and Crescent: 
A medieval coin type and its antecedents 
by John A. Goodall, FSA, FRNS 


Two small thin lead alloy pieces provided the starting point 
for this enquiry. Both were found in the Thames mud near Cannon Street 
Station in the City of London at a considerable depth. The first is round 
with the remains of a casting sprue at the lower right: a cross potent 
between four pellets in annulets, and an outlined crescent enclosing a 
moket or star of six points, on both sides the border has slanting lines 
in place of lettering: 13mm diameter, 0.75 grams. The second piece, al- 
so round, has a cross formy with a pellet on the crossing, a star of eight 
leaf-like rays issuing from a central pellet, the two borders as before; 
12mm diameter, 0.36 grams. (Figs. 1 & 2).

The first type was published, with a border of pellets, as an 
‘Anglo-Gallic’ jeton (Barnard pl.1.17). They are smaller than the thir- 
teenth century lead alloy tokens found in the City in some numbers 
(London 1989, n.9). The fragility of the pieces is surprising if, as is gen- 
erally accepted, they were used as tokens for small change. There are 
a variety of reverse designs known from the examples already published 
(Mitchiner and Skinner 1983-4) and they have been dated c.1425-S0, 
although none seem to have been found in a stratified context. While 
only some of the token designs reflect established coin types, these 
formed the basis for several jetons (Fig. 3) and, with the exception of 
the ‘Saracen’s head’ jetons (SCMB, Nov. 1990, 274-5), were based on 
contemporary coin types.

The combination of a crescent and star is rare as a coin type. Sometimes 
they appear in the angles of the cross (Poey d’ Avant pl. cxiv. 5, 8 & 10), 
or alternating with annulets (ibid., pl. lvii. 10, 11), but very rarely as a 
main coin type, and most of these are connected by a common de- 
scent of the families for whom the coins were minted. Apart from the 
late twelfth or early thirteenth century examples from the Balkans 
(Rengjeo, Taf. 1.1, I1.40-3), the earliest medieval examples are those

found on the coins of Raymond II, count of Tripoli (1137-52) and of 
his cousins Raymond VI (1194-1222) and VII (1222-49), counts of 
Toulouse for the marquisate of Provence (Figs 4-5). Raymond VII re- 
placed the customary cross formy by the distinctive design of a cross 
clechy voided and pommety, called the cross of Toulouse after its be- 
ing the charge in their arms: Gules a cross of Toulouse Gold (Aspilogia 
li, pp.44 n.42; 176 n.41). The crescent and star badge also occurs on seals 
of the counts, and on that used in 1194 by Constance, duchess of Narbonne 
and countess of Toulouse (Douét d Arcq, nn.741-4). 


The counts of Tripoli and of Toulouse were descended from 
Raymond IV, count of Toulouse (1094-1105) and of Tripoli from 
1102, whose brother William IV (1061-91) had a daughter Philippe who 
married twice. Her first husband was William VII, count of Poitiers 
(1071-1127), whose daughter Eleanor cared the badge to the English 
royal house by her marriage to Henry II. It is found on the Great Seal of 
Richard I (1189-99) and on the first Seal of Henry III, and also on coins 
of John as lord of Ireland in 1204 (BMS 80, 87, 100; Dowle and Finn, 
p.17 n.50). It continued to be used as a minor royal badge down to the 
fifteenth century. In 1345-9 Edward II had a robe made ‘powdered with 
gold stars and crescents’ (Arch., 31 [1846], 25), and lead alloy badges 
have been found in many places (Salisbury 1990, nn. 238-9 and cf. 237 
with a sun instead of a star). The star was also used on its own and the 
occurrence in Fig. 2 can be paralleled with disk mounts of tinned lead 
alloy which have been found in London (Fig. 6). The crescent and star 
device was also used on the coins of Sancho VII of Navarre (1194-1234) 
who was descended from Philippe’s second marniage to Sancho Ramirez 
(Poey d’ Avant, pl. 1xxi.3). The common ancestor for all these lines is 
Pons, count of Toulouse (1037-61), and while the badge does not appear 
on his coins, it would seem likely that he used it. 


As a symbolic motif the star and crescent has a long history, 
being first found on Sumerian cylinder seals aad their derivatives in 
Anatolia and Syria toward the end of the third millennium BC, when the 
star is usually placed on a disk. A star was the determinative prefix for

divine names in Sumerian and later cuneiform scripts, and the mouf is 
found near the head of the seated deity in scenes irrespec- 
tive of the identity of the God (Collon 1987, nn.4, 136 etc). Other seals 
have a star on its own (ibid., n.60 etc), but the significance of this motif 
is less clear. Crescents, suns with a cross, and stars are also seen on the 
collars worn by the Assyrian kings in the sculptures from their palaces 
and these are interpreted as referring to the deities Sin (moon), Shamash 
(sun) and Istarte/Ashtar (star); and it has been suggested that the use of 
the combined motifs on the seals was a shorthand for the three deities 
(Collon 1990, p.2). 


The motif is rare in the Classical world, not being found on 
either the coins or the engraved gems of the archaic and classical peri- 
ods (Boardman 1968 and 1970). It is also rare in the Hellenistic and 
Roman periods, although the star was associated with the Macedonian 
royal house, as exemplified by the objects from tomb II at Vergina 
(Washington 1980, nn.167, 172). A star and crescent badge appears on 
some of the coins for Uranopolis in Macedonia and on the broad rims of 
the Macedonian shields from other mints (Plant 2718, 2201-206, 2706- 
8). The coins of Mithradates VI Eupator (120-63 BC) for Amisos also 
use the badge, sometimes assumed to be a Mithraic emblem. Although 
it does occur on Parthian coins of Orodes II (57-38 BC) and Phraates IV 
(38-2 BC), it was not used systematically and is unlikely to have been a

More interesting is the fragment of a plastic vase depicting 
Alexander the Great as Kosmokrator found at Pontic Amisos. The 
head is crowned by a crescent enclosing the Macedonian royal star on a 
disk between the horns and flanked by two others (Washington 1980, 
n.42). The resemblance to the Mesopotamian motif is probably fortu- 
itous, the use of the disk being required by the material of which it was 
made. 


A single star and crescent is found twice on Roman coins: on 
denarii of Augustus c.19 BC and of Hadrian in AD 9, the latter adding 
a globe below the crescent (RIC F, p.63, n.300; and //, p.383, n.372). 
More common in the second and third centuries is a crescent with five 
or seven stars for the a mouf first found on denarii of the Civil 
War in AD 68-69 (RIC F*, p.211, n.95). 
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The motif was more common in the Middle Ages than the small 
number of coins and seals discussed above may suggest. The sun (of- 
ten depicted as a star) and moon commonly appear above the arms of 
the cross in depictions of the Crucifixion in both books and seals — 
(Baltimore 198A, pl.11; BMS 18294). The use of the motif on the seal 
of emperor Otto IV (1197-1218) may have been used in reference to 
his holding the county of Poitou (BMS 21146). The Virgin and Child, 
saints, bishops and lesser clergy were similarly depicted on their seals in 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries (BMS 18174, 18359, 18435, 
18509). On some seals the shield could be placed between the device, 
and this was also done in England (BMS 1457, 3045, 19105). A bronze 
matrix in the Museum of London for Mathew of Goldintune has the 
device of a cross formy between in chief a crescent and star, clearly a 
shorthand version of the standard Crucifixion iconography (84.306/1). 
The seal is fourteenth century but it has not been possible to identify 
the owner. Another matrix from the same site belonged to Christine de 
Berneres and has a crescent enclosing a star with straight rays (84.323/1). 
She was presumably the wife of John Bames or Bernes, alderman of 
London (+1375), but no example of her seal is to be found among the 
Bridge House deeds in the City of London Record Office. It was a pop- 
ular and common mouf for seals, some 69 examples being found in the 
collection of deeds in the Treasury at Durham cathedral, a few with more 
than one star (DS 15] etc, with three stars 842, two stars 1733). 


The rarity of the Roman coin types makes it less likely that they 
were the inspiration of the medieval examples, but the undoubted pop- 
ularity of the motif outside of the families connected with the counts of 
Toulouse is curious.

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A Hoard of 12th Century Byzantine Trachae 
Peter Lampinen 


The late 12th century witnessed the end of a significant epoch in Byzantine 
history. Although the Byzantine had always lived under the threat of hostile 
neighbors, this period brought a combination of disasters that could have meant 
the final collapse of the empire. A century of see-saw conflicts with the Turks 
had seen most of the Byzantine possessions in Asia fall to them, with little 
likelyhood of their recovery. In the Balkans, the restive Slavic tribes finally co- 
alesced around a powerful Bulgarian kingdom, formed in 1185. Selfish infighting 
among Byzantine nobles crippled the administration of the state, and permit- 
ted usurpers such as Isaac Comnenus in Cyprus and Theodore Mankaphas 1n 
Lydia to use the disintegration of central authority as an opportunity to break 
from the central government. In addition, competition with the growing eco- 
nomic empire of Venice along the eastern trade routes often broke out in open 
warfare. Further westem intervention was initiated by the Normans from their 
base in southern Italy leading to the loss of a good portion of southem Greece, 
and would culminate in the final catastrophe, the Crusaders assault on 
Constantinople in 1204, and the dismemberment of the empire. 


Such chaotic times will be certainly reflected in the coinage, and this hoard 
of 1362 billon trachae (the term often seen “ ”’ is a misnomer) is a rep- 
resentative example of frequently found hoards of the period, mostly from the 
Balkans or northern Greece. Hendy lists data for 92 hoards of this period. In the 
hoard in iOn, issues start with the latter part of the reign of Manuel I (1143- 
1180), and succeeding emperors, Andronicus I, Isaac II, and Alexis III are all 
represented. There are no issues of the usurpers. The latest issues are of the pe- 
riod after the Latin conquest, with the anonymous copies by the Crusader kings, 
and several pieces of Theodore Comnenus (1208-1222), who established the 
successor kingdom at Nicaea which would eventually, under Michael VIII, re- 
take the empire from the Latin kings. 


The billon trachy had been established as part of the currency reform of 
Alexis I in 1092, taking the role of the discontinued follis. Always of qual- 
ity silver, by the late 12th century it contained a silver fineness of 9% or less, 
and was deteriorating rapidly in style, a fact which will complicate identifica- 
tion of imitations. For the issues of Manuel at least, the trachy was still a round, 
well-struck coin of some visible silver content. Throughout the period, designs 
would remain relatively static, with a depiction of either Christ or Mary on the 
obverse, with the emperor, usually associated with another religious figure, on 
the reverse. Indeed, the 1362 pieces in this hoard can be defined by twelve num- 
bers in the Seaby catalogue. However, a close examination reveals scores of dif- 
ferent varieties. Hendy noted numerous subtypes based on differing details such 
as stars and pellets in the fields, and even goes further to suggest that minor de- 
tails m the imperial costume change with some regularity and might be indica- 
tors of different phases of production or the products of workshops within the 
mint. Using criteria established by Hendy as a basis (there are several unlisted 
varieties), and dividing the series into official issues and “Bulgarian” and Latin 
imitations, one finds that one has accumulated over seventy different classes 
of trachae in one hoard! Any system of scientific classification runs into the 
problem of criteria; in other words, what exactly determines a significant vari- 
ety. It is an old argument between “tumpers and splitters” and occurs whether 
one is sorting seashells, stone tools, or “‘scyphates”. One small example from 
this hoard will have to illustrate the problems. 


Hendy’s fourth comage of Manuel I- obverse Christ seated / reverse em- 
peror holding labarum and globus cruciger and crowned by Mary- is divided 
by him into the work of four officina, mainly by the design or number of pellets 
on the front of the emperor’s cloak, or loros, plus by the presence or absence of 
stars on the obverse. Metcalf, on the other hand, suggests that the stars reflect 
an issue on a slightly lower weight standard. Both authorities also recognize 
crude underweight imitations of the series, although they come to differing con- 
clusions as to origins. There are also a few varieties not listed by either. As 
seen in the illustrations, we have: 1.) stars obverse / one pellet on emperor’s 
breast- regular issue; 2.) no stars / one pellet- regular; 3.) no stars / one pellet- 
imitative; 4.) stars / two pellets- regular?; 5.) stars? / two pellets- imitative; 6.) 
stars / three pellets-possibly a clipped regular issue, another noticed variation; 
7.) no stars / three pellets, cross on globus is composed of four dots- regular; 
8.) no stars / three pellets, cross of dots-imitative; 9.) stars / three pellets, cross 
composed of two solid cross bars- regular; 10.) stars / three pellets, cross bars- 
imitative; 11.)no stars / three pellets, cross bars- regular, 12.) no stars / three pel- 
lets, cross bars- imitative; 13.) no stars /one pellet, pellet-in-circle motif on waist- 
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| regular; 14.) no stars / three pellets; star pattern on waist- regular; 15.) pellet in 


field / three pellets, cross pieces- regular, 16-17.) examples of imitative types, 
not exactly corresponding to any regular types. Note there are also variations 
in details such as the emperor’s collar decoration that do not seem to follow an 
established pattern. Hendy does not distinguish a two pellet variety; perhaps 
all in this group are imitative. Also, the difference between the dotted and the 
solid cross is not noted in the references, and appears only on the types with 
the three pellet decoration. 


When you multiply the potential variations in this one small group by the 
pieces in the entire hoard, the magnitude of the problem becomes clear. Did 
the Byzantine mint actually employ these varieties as some sort of control mech- 
anism or are they simply at the whim of the engraver? 


The imitative issues bring up another complex problem, with much con- 
troversy between the experts. Hendy attributes them to the emerging Bulgarian 
empire, with hoard evidence suggesting they became prevalent in the Balkan 
region sometime around 1195 and continuing into the Latin conquest period. 
He comments that the Bulgarian imitations do not follow the complex pattems 
of the official issues, although in a number of cases there are parallels in both 
series. Metcalf, on the other hand, argues for a dual system, with the “imitatives” 
being an official reduced “austerity” currency, perhaps for use in the outer 
provinces. He explains the apparent late date of the hoards as an example of a 
“fossilized” currency, i.e. a comage that did not circulate. That is, the economy 
of the 12th century Balkans was essentially a barter economy, and the money 
that did enter the area, most likely from military expenditures, did not circu- 
late, but rather like pennies in the sock drawer, simply accumulated until hid- 
den away and lost, probably in the chaotic times after 1204. Neither theory can 
be claimed as proven, despite the vast amount of hoard evidence for the peri- 
od. The question to be asked about the “Bulgarian” hypothesis is: would the 
nascent Bulgarian state have required the quantity and ee of coinage re- 
vealed in the imitative issues? On the other hand, we are quite familiar with the 
Byzantine penchant for adulterating their currency, even when, as in the light 
weight solidi of the 6th century, we don’t understand why. 


Other examples illustrated on the following page show a variety of the 
types of the other emperors available in the hoard, and also the Latin imitative 
issues, which for the most part are quite distinct from the other imitative is- 
sues. Hopefully, at some point a complete account of the hoard can be prepared 
for full publication.

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Book Review 


The Short-Cross Coinage 1180-1247 Henry II to Henry 
III: An Illustrated Guide to Identification, by Christopher 
R. Wren. Plantagenet Books, Herne Bay, 1992. 90pp., line 
illustrations throughout. Cardcovers, $15/£8.75. Available 
by post from CNG plus postage. 


Fifty-five years ago Seaby published a collection of papers by F. Elmore- 
Jones and others under the title “Notes on the English Silver Coinage 
1066-1648”. It was a seminal werk at the time and for many years the 
first place one looked to check out awkward hammered coinage. 
Scholarship has moved on over the years, but the book still had its val- 
ue and was sought after when it had gone out of print. Now, Christopher 
Wren, a dedicated student in the field of hammered numismatics, has 
performed an invaluable service for collectors arising out of his own need 
to find a path through the maze of a hammered coinage. The present vol- 
ume promises to be the first in a series that will examine various specif- 
ic aspects of the hammered coinage, not necessarily being published in 
a strict chronological order. By concentrating on small clearly defined 
areas, as in this instance, Wren has been able to bring clear light into 
obscure comers. Printing techniques have changed so much since 1948 
that now what was then an almost insurmountable problem in illustrat- 
ing the nuances and changes of characters, etc., has become relatively 
easy and far more accurate, working from the actual coins and translat- 
ing them into clear line representations, all to the great benefit of the stu- 
dent. 


There is an incredible amount of information packed into this well pre- 
sented and illustrated slim volume. In his Preface Wren notes that the 
book is intended to introduce the short-cross coinage to new collectors 
and beginners and that “it does not include any significant original ma- 
terial”. True enough, but he does himself a disservice for it is his clear 
presentation and exposition that is so original. There is a Glossary 
(with characters illustrated), followed by a short Introduction, then a most 
useful section on how to read and identify short-cross that makes very 
good use of splendid enlarged line drawings and a table of letiering. Next 
is a list of moneyers in alphabetical order with their names reproduced 
in the coin style type face for ease of recognition, cross references to dif- 
ferent forms of their names, then their names properly given followed 
by the various classes they struck and at which mints. A map identifies 
the short-cross mints and then we come to the bulk of the book - the class- 
es. After some enlarged illustrations of typical obverses, each class is de- 
tailed with clear exposition in words and with additional line drawings 
and details of odd characters where necessary. All eight classes and their 
subdivisions are accounted for, followed by notes on the Rhuddlan mint, 
Scotland and Ireland; imitations; forgeries; an instructive annotated bib- 
liography, and a list of sources of coins and museum collections. 


This is truly an incredibly useful volume for anyone looking at short- 
cross, having to identify short-cross, or simply just wanting to find out 
about them will find this by far the best road in. Museum curators, col- 
lectors and detectorists cannot, literally, afford to be without a copy (if 
not two, one for “best” and one for working and making notes on). We 
look forward eagerly to Christopher Wren’s next production and, even- 
tually, to having a complete run of these very useful little books - he 
has done a great service for numismatists in producing such an excellent 
publication at a very reasonable price.

A Checklist of Popular Islamic Coins, by Stephen Album.

This handbook fills a void for the collector of Islamic coins 
which is long overdue. The author has produced, as he states in his in- 
troduction, “a general listing of Islamic coin types that could serve as a 
convenient guide to what exists, what is readily collectible, and what is 
rare”. Album goes on to say that “it occurred to me some months ago 
to compile just such a list, which could be made available to collectors 
and dealers at a nominal cost.... This booklet is essentially a list of basic 
types of Islamic coinage, a hopefully convenient guide the collector 
can use to keep a record of what he has and what he might be seeking. 
It is intended especially for the beginner and the more advanced gener- 
al collector, not for the specialist. It is a framework for forming a gener- 
al collection. There is some indication of rarity and collectibility, but no 
information concerning mints, dates, typical grade ranges, etc., infor- 
mation that would be useful to the collector but is too wide-ranging to 
be compressed into an easily portable pamphlet”. 


The author, despite his protestations, has written a very use- 
ful and informative guide, especially for the beginner, to Islamic coinage. 
It begins with a four page introduction to the series which includes an 
expansive bibliography, and the balance of this handbook is devoted 
toa of the most common and basic Islamic types, 3285 types to 
be exact, “arranged by dynasty, in approximate chronological sequence, 
geographically from west to east. Each dynastic heading may 
be followed by a short bibliography and a very brief historical blurb, as 
well as the listings of coin types”. 


The author has achieved all of his goals for this excellent hand- 
book and should be commended. We look forward to future publications 
from Stephen Album as he shares his expertise in this often baffling field 
for the layman.

Unless one has the 
translations by H. Bartlett Wells (acknowledged also in the preface) of 
Zograph’s work or the BAR translation of Youroukova’s work on an- 
cient Thracian coinage, then one is forced to make due with less than ad- 
equate catalogue entries for the Black Sea area from other general works 
and sylloges. 


The present volume covers the entire Black Sea geographic area and fo- 
cuses on the Greek coinage as the Roman provincial issues from these 
Cities will be covered in the Roman Provincial Coinage series of vol- 
umes.

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THE COINAGE OF ROMAN BRITAIN 


One of the more popular collecting areas associated with Roman coins 
is the collecting of coins associated with Roman Britain. Coins cele- 
brating victories over various British tribes to coins actually struck in 
Bnitain are included in this category. The following group covers a large 
portion of this coinage, from the first British type struck by Claudius to 
the last issues of the London mint in 325 AD. This section includes one 
of the most important offerings of the coins of Carausius to be placed up 
for sale in recent years.

Hadrian, more so than any of his predescessors, focused much of the re- 
sources of the empire on frontier defence as opposed to frontier expan- 
sion. One of the first, and perhaps best preserved today, defensive po- 
sitions constructed was Hadrian’ s Wall, stretching from Tyne to the 
Solway in northern Britain. Coin types were struck for each of the 
provinces during Hadrian's rule.

Britain, to repel this breach. Victory was achieved in three campaigns, 
but only temporarily. To celebrate this Victory, Commodus had coins 
struck with the reverse legend VICT BRIT and also added Britannicus 


to the imperial title.

The Antonine Wall never completely fulfilled its role and by the end of 
the second century, its defenses had been more or less abandoned, leav- 
ing provincial territory further south vulnerable to invasion. In 208 AD, 
Severus set out on a military expedition to Britain to secure the defens- 
es in northern Britain. Severus was accompanied by his wife and two 
children, Caracalla and Geta. The initial expeditions did not achieve 
any durable results and no attempt was made to resecure the Antonine 
Wall, instead Hadrian's Wall was re-fortified and strengthened. Severus 
fell ill in 211 and died, he was succeeded by his two sons, who put an 
end to the British campaign and returned to Rome. The coins that fol- 
low commemorate these victories.

THE GAMPOLA LARIN HOARD 
On a recent trip to Colorado, we came across 14 pieces from this interesting hoard which was found in the au- 
tumn of 1925 near Gampola in central Ceylon. The hoard had some 819 larins and 114 coins. This find was 
the largest hoard of these ever found at that date. Buried sometime in the seventeenth century, these pieces 
probably had circulated for over a hundred years. The name Larin or Lari is said to have derived from Lar in 
Persia where they were first struck. One will also see them referred to as Hook or Fishhook money. Their na- 
tive name in Ceylon was Koku Ridi meaning hook silver. 


Early author Pietro della Valle (1614-1626) described these curious trade coins as follows: "The lari is a silver 
coin that I will exhibit in Italy, most eccentric in form for it is nothing but a little rod of silver of fixed weight 
and bent double unequally. On the bend it is marked with some small stamp or other. It is called larib because 
it is the peculiar money of the princes of Lar invented by them when they were separate from the Kingdom of 
Persia.”

COPPER BENT-BAR "SATAMAN" OF ANCIENT INDIA 


From a hoard of copper "santamana” coins found recently in the region of ancient Gandhara 
(the modem Pakistan- Afghanistan border area). This coin type is one of the oldest in north- 
em India and the ancient world, dating back to the 6th-4th Centuries BC judging from the 
archaeological evidence. It relates to the time that northwestern India was a satrapy of the 
Achaemenid Persian Empire, before the invasion of Alexander the Great of Macedon. 
These coins weigh around 11 grams each and equate with 100 ratis in the ancient Indian 
weight system. The word santamana means "hundredweight", derived from sat (one hun- 
dred) and mana (a weight). (The rati is the seed of the ganja plant, used as a weight in 
small measure.) Silver satamana "bent-bar" coins are scarce, but copper issues are very 
rare. See Mitchiner's Ancient and Classical World, Type 4069. The coins in this hoard 
are silver-plated copper pieces and were probably intended to circulate as regular silver 
bent-bars in the Gandhara region. Most copper "bent-bar" coins up to now have been 
found in the Ganges Riverr basin, far from Gandhara.
